Actual CWSRF binding commitments for CWSRF assistance. (See definition for CWSRF assistance.) A binding
commitment for a project is defined as a legal obligation by the State to an assistance recipient that defines the terms and
timing for assistance from the CWSRF. In some States, the binding commitment and loan execution occur at the same
time. Does not include administrative expenses.

The start of construction is defined as the date of issuance to a contractor of a notice to proceed for the initial CWSRF
funded contract or, if a notice to proceed is not required, the date of execution of the initial CWSRF funded contract
awarded for the project. Includes only the portion financed with CWSRF funds. For refinance projects, construction start
amounts are reported either in the year in which the CWSRF assistance agreement for the project is signed or in the year
in which construction started, whichever is later, even if construction began prior to the date of the CWSRF assistance
agreement. Refinance projects are those where non-CWSRF financing was initially used, and CWSRF funding was
subsequently provided to pay-off the non-CWSRF financing.

Expenses related to gross bonds issued except those charged against CWSRF administrative expenses (i.e., costs of
issuance, bond issuance, bond underwriter's discount, legal fees, prepaid interest, and other costs incidental to bond
issuance). Does not include issuance costs for refunding bonds.

CWSREF funds provided to municipalities, intermunicipal, interstate, or State agencies for the construction of publicly owned
wastewater treatment works as defined in section 212 of the Clean Water Act; for implementation of a nonpoint source
pollution control management program under section 319 of the Act; and for development and implementation of an estuary
conservation and management plan under section 320 of the Act. CWSRF assistance consists of the portion of a project's
cost that is financed with CWSRF funds. CWSRF assistance is the amount of the contractual obligation between the State
and the community and may include capitalized interest and contingencies. CWSRF assistance amounts are based on the
loan execution amount unless the final loan amount is known. An individual assistance action is the original scope of work
in the assistance agreement for the portion of the project funded with CWSRF monies plus any minor additions. Major
changes in scope are counted as additional assistance actions.

Any additional CWSRF funds (other than refunding bonds) used to complete a bond refunding (e.g., CWSRF funds used to
supplement deposits in escrow accounts.) Does not include refunding bonds.

Amount of funds in the CWSRF debt service reserve account to secure outstanding CWSRF leveraged bonds. (See
definition for leveraged bonds.)

(See definition for CWSRF
assistance.) Excludes grant funds provided to communities under EPA's Rural Community Hardship Grants Program even
if that assistance is provided in combination with CWSRF assistance.

CWSREF assistance provided to Indian Tribes. Includes Indian Tribes on reservations, Indian Tribes in Oklahoma not on
reservations, and Alaska Native Villages. (See definition for CWSRF assistance.)

Initiation of operations is defined as the date when the CWSRF funded project comes into operation or becomes capable of
operation for the purposes for which it was planned, designed, and built. Includes only the portion financed with CWSRF
funds. For refinance projects, initiation of operation amounts are reported either in the year in which the CWSRF
assistance agreement for the project is signed or in the year in which operations are initiated, whichever is later, even if
initiation of operations began prior to the date of the CWSRF assistance agreement. Refinance projects are those where
non-CWSREF financing was initially used, and CWSRF funding was subsequently provided to pay off the non-CWSRF
financing.

Interest earned on all invested CWSRF funds net of any amount rebated to the IRS. Does not include interest earned on
CWSREF loans. Does not include earnings on an escrow account to advance refund leveraged or match bonds.

Interest paid on leveraged and State match bonds that is paid from a capitalized interest account funded from bond
proceeds.

Amount of interest and other direct expenses incurred on leveraged and State match bonds using CWSRF funds. Includes
amounts paid from the capitalized interest account and from other CWSRF funds (e.g., interest payments on the bonds).

Leveraged bonds are bonds for which funds within the CWSRF provide the source of revenue or security. Does not
include those bonds issued to meet the State match requirement or bonds issued to fund a separate or adjunct State grant
or loan program.

Interest on CWSRF loans that has been paid to the CWSRF.

Principal portion of CWSRF loans that has been repaid to the CWSRF. Does not include any amounts of interim
construction loans that are rolled in permanent financing during the period. Principal repayments on permanent financing
are included in the period in which received by the CWSRF. Does not include any amounts of previously issued CWSRF
loans that have been called and reissued by the CWSRF as a result of a refunding of CWSRF leveraged bonds.

CWSREF assistance provided in the form of a loan, with repayment over a period of up to 20 years from project completion
and an interest rate set at between 0% and the market rate. (See definition for CWSRF assistance.) Includes any
differences in loan amounts that resulted from replacing an interim CWSRF construction loan with permanent CWSRF
financing in the year in which the change occurs.

Gross amount of refunding bonds issued less amount of bonds refunded.

(e.g., inadequately treated wastewater, oil, grease, road salts, and toxic chemicals) into water
resources from construction sites, roads, bridges, parking lots, and buildings

[1 Category VII-E - nonpoint source pollution control activities related to ground water protection such
as wellhead and recharge area protection activities. Any activity that can be attributed to
a specific cause of ground water pollution, such as leaking storage tanks, soil contamination
in a brownfield, or leachate from a sanitary landfill, are included in that more specific category.

[1 Category VII-F - nonpoint source pollution control activities related to boating and marinas, such as poorly
flushed waterways, boat maintenance activities, discharge of sewage from boats, and the
physical alteration of shoreline, wetlands, and aquatic habitat during the construction and
operation of marinas.

petroleum products or chemicals. The tanks may be located either above or below ground
level.

[1 Category VII-J - nonpoint source pollution control activities related to sanitary landfills.

[0 Category VII-K - nonpoint source pollution control activities related to channelization and channel modification,
dams, streambank and shoreline erosion, and wetland or riparian area protection or
restoration.

[1 Category VII-L - nonpoint source pollution control activities related to rehabilitation or replacement of individual
or community sewage disposal systems. Includes construction of collector sewers
to transport wastes to a cluster septic tank or other decentralized facilities. Collection sewers
and expansion of existing or construction of new centralized treatment facilities that replace
individual or community sewage disposal systems are included in Category IV-A,

[1 Unclassified nonpoint source assistance are amounts not distributed among individual nonpoint source categories.
